Daé'lr Mr. McCracken:

Thank you for the opportunity to comment on the Draft Interim Record of Deacision
(IROD) developed to address trichloroethylene (TCE} contaminated groundwater at th
Weidon Spring Chemicat Plant site. Several members of my staff and other support
agencies have reviewed this document and have developed two paragraphs o be
inserted into the IROD indicating conditional state concurrence with the decision. We.
suggest the following language be inserted on page lii in place of “The State of
Missouri...:"

The State of Missourt cancurs with the proposed remediat action to implement
treatment of TCE contaminated groundwater by a chemical oxidation process.
We agree with DOE's proposal to design the system to meet the five parts per
milion standard for TCE. Due to complex site conditions and the innovative
nature of the treatment process, actual field perfiormance may not meet design
specifications. For this reason, the state believes a performance goal must be
ostabliched. We recommend that chemical application should continue beyon
design specifications for as long as the application is affectively reducing the
TCE concentration or until the five parts per billion standard is achieved.
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. Although the State of Missouri agrees with this proposed remedial action to treat
TCE, for the record, we disagree with some of the positions and statements
presented in this interim ROD. Consideration of matters bayond those
specifically pertinent to the narow issue of TCE treatment are outside the scope
of this document, including issues related to institutional controls. The Siate of
Missourt expects to revisit these issues when a final Groundwater Operable Unit
ROD is developed and will reserve comment untii that time.
